These 
industries would give employe 
ment to construction workers 
and to permanent employees, 
They would give a broader tax 
base for a proper redistribue 
tion of taxes, to give the home- 
wner the tax relief necessary 
to our continued growth.

Where Is An Official’s Residence? Water Directors Produce Ruling 


By MEL HODELL 

When does a public official 
‘*regide’’ within the boundaries 
of his elective position? And 
when doesn’t he? 

if he has a new home in ane 
other city and even another 
county, does this change his 
‘*renidence”’ and make him in- 
eligible to continue In his public 
office or run for re-slection? 

The answer is not necessarily 
so, for the legal requirements 
as to “residence” include many 
points not on the surface of 
the case. And each public body 
may have different residence” 
requirements. 

Usually a person thinks of 
a ‘residence’ as the home 
where you live. 

Without coming t an “ed- 
{torial’’ opinion at this time, 
I'd like to deseribe factually 
the results of my investigation 
into a ‘‘residence’’ matter this 
week,

THE INQUIRY BEGAN with 
the ‘information’? that one of 
the directors af the-Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District did 
not reside in his district, but 
had moved to Claremont. 

The director is Ernest L, 
Keechler, who has a home now 
at 2553 N. Mountain, Clare- 
mont, which ts tn Los Angeles 
County. He purchased this home 
in July, 1965. 

When Mr. Keechler was 
elected to the CBMWD four 
years ago he had as his of- 
ficial residence a home at 
6088 Lincoln Ave., Chino, which 
is within the district he rep- 
resents. He has sold this home, 
but has rented an apartment 
in Chino, 

Mr. Keechler ts running un- 
opposed in the primary June 
7 for re-election to the CBMWD 
in Division 3, which includes 
Montclair, Chino and parts of 
the unincorporated County. 

Actually, he will not be on 
the ballot, for in such instances 
where there is no opposition, 
Registrar of Voters’ Eleanor 
Felton publishes a legal notice 
to that effect and requests the 
Board of Supervisors to make 
an official appointment. 

So, one easily may ask: If 
Mr. Keechler moved to Clare- 


mont, how can he still have 
‘*residence’’ within the dis- 
trict? 

*e-f 


ACCORDING TO written legal 
opinions which I obtained and 
conversations with Mr. Ke- 
echler and Derrell E. Yaeger, 
attorney for the Chino Basin 
MWD, the requirements for 
“residence’’ include essen- 
tially the following: 

Voting residence, business 
contacts, maintenance of a 
mailing address, a business of- 
fice, sleeping quarters, other 
contacts within the division, 


and ‘intention regarding his 
place of residence.” 

On these points, Mr.Keechier 
ami the CBMWD attorney be- 
lieve that he does, in fact, 
still have ‘‘residence”’ within 
the district despite his beving 
a home in Claremont, and 
that a court uned uphold his 
position. 

I have been told in my inter- 
view with Mr. Keechier that 
he has an apartment in Chino 
Manor, Apt. 15, which he has 
had for 7 or 8 months. From 
this address, he maintains vot- 
ing privileges in Chino. He 
has a mailing address —_ 
at P.O, Box 253. , 

He has land and business tn- 
terests at Central and Mission 
in Montclair. He maintains 
close personal contact with at 
least 50 ranchers through his 
soll furnigating business in the 
entire district. And he is a 
distributor for American Pot- 
ash. 

While he technically has no 
‘fousiness office’’ in the dis- 
trict, with business calls and 
office work being handled from 
his ‘‘thome’’ in Claremont, he 
does maintain extremely close 
business contacts throughout 
the district. 


AS FOR ‘INTENT’? which is 
most important in the law’s 
purpose for maintaining close 
contact within the district, as 
well as the public officials own 
frame of mind, Mr. Keechler 
and the CBMWD attorney see 
no problem. Mr. Keechler 
says he has ‘100% intention’’ 
ot maintaining ‘residence’’ 
within the District. 

Since ‘intention " of res- 
idence is so important in the 
matter, I asked Mr. Keechler 
for a statement that covered 
his ‘‘residence.’’ 

HE SAID ‘I was asked to 
serve on the Board (Appointed 
Aug. 10, 1961), toreplace Ernie 
Soper when he died, with re- 
election for a 4-year term be- 
ginning Jan. 1, 1963) by many 
farmers for the simple reason 
I have been here all my life 
and know the needs of farmers, 
as they eventually will have 
a need for supplemental water. 

‘f—In the five years I have 
served I have injoyed service 
on the Board and have learned 
a lot, I feel I am in a pos- 
ition to continue to serve in 
a manner the voters would like. 
I have also served on the Water 
Conservation District in the 
past. 

“Since my interest in the 
area is evident from 1907, and 
I spend most all my time in 
Chino with my many business 
interests, maintain an apart- 
ment, and have carefully asked 
in the past for legal advice 
as to residence requirements, 
I believe I am a resident of 
the district and want to con- 
tinue to serve.’’ 
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MR, KEECHLER ALSO is 
President of the Monte Vista 
Irrigation District, which in- 
cludes an area bounded by State 
St., Monte Vista, San Antonio, 
and Phillips. This is a private 
@istrict and not tax-supported, 
he said. The CBMWD never 
has supplied water to this dis- 
trict, which might raise the 
question of conflict of interest. 

ees 

THE MATTER of Mr. Keech- 
ler qualifying for ‘‘residence” 
in a legal sense actually came 
before the CBMWD in a letter 
on the qualifications of dir- 
ectors dated May 25, 1965. 

The letter was written by 
Derrill E. Yaeger of the law 
firm of Clayson, Stark, Roth- 
rock & Mann of Corona, who 
handle CBMWD legal affairs. 

I also talked with Mr. Yaeger 
at length May 2 to up-date 
the letter if necessary, and to 
get his oral interpretations and 
com ments. 

THE CONCLUSION as written 
in the letter is as follows: 


‘— n the writer’s opinion the 
answer to Question No, 1 turns 
upon the consideration of two 
besic issues. The first issue 
is, what result was being pro- 
moted by the legislature when 
they required ‘‘residence’’ 
within a division of Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District for 
each director. 

‘It would appear that the 


result hoped for was to have 
a director so closely inter- 
twined with the affairs of that 
division as to assure a working 
and informed representative of 
the rights of that division. lf 
the incumbent director main- 
tains sufficient contacts with 
the division so as to assure 
that division of proper rep- 
resentation, it is my opinion 
that the legislative purpose has 
been accomplished, 

“Since in this particular case 
the incumbent director does 
not intend to actually change 
his domicile to a place out- 
side of the division and he main- 
tains his landholdings and bus- 
iness within the division, his 
office does not become vacant 
merely by the purchase of a 
house outside of the division 
and some use of that house by 
the incumbent director. 

“The second issue in this 
Situation is to clothe the in- 
cumbent director with certain 
indicia of ‘‘residence’’ so as 
to prevent any future misunder- 
standing. Many California cases 
indicate that the place of voting 
registration is one of the most 
important acts to be considered 
in deter mining residence. Other 
indications of intent not to 
change residence would be the 


maintenance of a mailing 
address, a business office, 
sleeping quarters and other 


contacts within the division. 
‘"— In the event the incumbent 


director ever changes his in- 
tention regarding his place of 
residence and displays that in- 
tention by declaration oF 
conduct, the result would, in 
the writer’s opinion, be dif- 
ferent.”

Nisbet Reviews Session 


And Expects End This Week 


By Sen. Eugene Nisbet 


As I write this, it seems 
likely that we will be able to 
wind up the work af our 1966 
special sessions sometime dur- 
ing the third week of May, Go- 
ing into the fifteenth week af 
the first special session sets 
a new record for such a sese- 
sion in an even-numbered year, 

First positive sign that the 
Assembly parties warring over 
the 1966-67 budget bill might 
be ending came when the chair- 
man of that house’s Re can 
caucus released its program 
for cuts in the administra- 
tion’s proposed spending plan 
for the next fiscal year. The 
group’s nine-member _ task 
force came up with a list of 
reductions totalling $61.6 mil- 
lion, and the caucus demanded 
their acceptance as its price for 
voting for the budget. 

More than half the cuts, 
about $31.7 million, would be 
made in the enormous $1.6 bil- 
lion welfare appropriation. The 
party spokesman said the ree 
duction could be made without 
harm to necessary aid for the 
needy or sick. Limitation of 
appropriations to prevent any 
increased spending without 
complete justification would ac- 
complish the desired result. In- 
cluded in the cut would be $5 
million in savings already 
planned ‘by the Department af 
Finance, 

Next largest slash would be 
$8.5 million from the adminis. 
tration proposal for anti- 
poverty centers, The party re- 
commends that ten multi- 
agency service centers be 
eliminated as unnecessary, 
leaving only the two in Watts 
amd East Oakland, 

The Republicans also call 
for a reduction of $3.8 mil- 
lion in proposed allocations to 
local agencies for purchase and 
improvement of parks. 
amount saved would later be 
used for purchase of state parks 
after adequate development stu- 
dies are made. 

Another part af the program 
proposes that $2 million be re- 
paid to the general fund by the 
small craft harbor fund, which 
now has a surplus, it is al- 
leged. Originally, before the 
small craft harbor fund was 
created, the amount was loaned 
from the general fund to help 
construct Los Angeles Playa 
del Rey marina, but so far, 
neither principal nor interest 
has ever been repaid, 

In the University af Califor. 
nia budget, the caucus recome 


mended that $526,000 for 95 
teaching assistant positions be 
eliminated, The group’s chaire 
man rejected the charge that 
this cut was intended as pune 
{ishment for the University’s 
troubles with student demon- 
strations and free speech troue 
bles. This cut was first pro- 
posed by the Legislative Ana- 
lyst last January in his report 
submitted to the regular budget 
session, 

The caucus endorsed a change 
in the mental health after-care 
program which will save anes- 
timated $500,000, in addition to 
making available some $12 mil- 
lion in federal money. These 
funds can be used to return the 
mentally 1] to their homes when 
indicated by modern therapeutic 
standards, 

Though the Economic De- 
velopment Agency would be re- 
stored to life by a $350,000 
item in the administration 
budget, after being completely 
axed in 1965, the Republican 
caucus advocates that only one 
position, instead af 22 jobs, be 
approved to answer queries 
about industrial plant location. 
In this, the group also concurs 
with the Legislative Analyst. 

The caucus chairman de- 
clared that his party’s economy 
proposals would reduce the need 
for new taxes the following year 
by the $61.6 million cut from 
this budget.

People live in communities 
so that they can commune with 
one another. The word ‘‘com- 
mune’’ means to ‘‘confer with’’ 
which in turn means to ‘‘com- 
pare views’’, 

Mr. Mel Hodell is the owner 


and publisher of the newspaper 
in our community. He prints 
the ‘motto of THE UPLAND 
NEWS in each issue: 

‘Dedicated to Building A Big- 
ger and Better Community In 
Which to Work, Live and Relax’’ 

Mr, Hodell gave our troop an 
appointment to visit his newspa- 
per plant and said that we would 
be told whatever we needed to 
learn about how it keeps our 
community informed. (MY 
COMMUNITY BADGE Require- 
ment Number three.) 

We were met by Mr. Harvey 
Grimes who directed us into the 
Editorial Department, where he 
introduced us to Mr. Mason, 

Editor. Mr, Mason 
introduced Miss Bobble Meier 
who assists him with typing. He 
Said that it is his department 
which writes news stories and 
takes pictures, 

He explained that they ob- 
tained news to print, sometimes 
by going out after it and some- 
times by telephone. in writing 
the news, he first gives a head- 
line in which he tries to tell 
what the news {s about. Then, in 
the first paragraph which is 
called the ‘‘lead’’, he answers 
the five W’s: 1. What, 2. Who, 
3. Where, 4. When, 5. Why. Afe 
ter the news is written it is 
called a news story. It is then 
placed in a basket from which 
it is taken to be printed. 

Next, we went to the Adver- 
tising Department where Mr. 
Grimes himself works. He 
called advertising the “nucleus 
of the newspaper’’, Whenever 
they get information on mer- 
chandise which people want to 
buy, he makes up an Ad. He 
showed us the basic composition 
of an ad on the big sheet of 
paper. He cuts out the parts 


of an ad, then pastes them on 
sheet which is then photo. 
graphed, then, negative is taken 
off plate. Instead of using old 
galley type method, off-set print 
{is used which means photo. 
graphed. Sometimes a complete 
ad, called slick, is sent by mer- 
chandisers and sometimes gro- 
cers send simply a list of items 
which then has to be prepared 
before it can be photographed. 


We then went to the Circula- 
tion Department where we were 
shown a map of Upland that was 
divided into districts, each of 
which has a manager. The mane 
agers deliver the bundled news~- 
papers to the boys who thende- 
liver them to residents. Fifty 
homes per boy is the limit, 
There were a number of cases 
of Sugar Daddy candy bars on 
tables. These are used as ree 
wards to boys who get the most 
subscriptions to the NEWS, 

On entering the last room 
of our tour we saw clipped to a 
line over a long counter-like 
cabinet, pages partially filled 
with pasted cutouts. Mr.Grimes 
showed us how he used the role 
ler after every part was putto. 
gether to be sure everything was 
pasted down tight. 


While we were looking at the 
lay-out section, Mr. Mason took 
our picture, 

Mr. Grimes explained that 
pages were separated according 
to whether they contained Gen- 
eral News, Society News, Edi- 
torial News, Sports, etc. 

A lady was using a new Just- 
O-writer Machine which justi- 
fies letters and spaces auto. 
matically so that margins of 
columns are exactly even. We 
saw big black machines, but 
they were not in use.
